Can We Lose This War? 
Can we, America and our Allies, lose this 
war? Most emphatically yes. We are losing, 
as a matter of fact, right now. Losing it fast. 
Later we may—that is no more than a 
“may,”—win the war. But the chances today 
are not too bright, even for that eventual 


c—_—_——— 


victory. 

We have been going along, complacent and 
over-confident, feeling perfectly satisfied that, 
somehow, by some manner of means, a miracle 
will intervene. We are still laboring under the 
ancient delusion that one fighting man of a 
given nation is the equal of half a dozen of 
the other. Never was greater fallacy. A Jap 
with a machinegun is the equal as a soldier of 
an American or a Britisher or anyone else with 
a machihegune. Wars are won by the forces 
which have superiority in numbers, superiority 
in equipment and superiority in high command 
strategy. 

So far in this war, all these superiorities 
have been on the side of our enemies. 

Why are we losing the war? There are many 
reasons. Some are reasons of leadership. 
Reasons of poor judgment and of faulty prep- 
aration. We can’t help these, nor is it our 
province to criticise matters of strategy. Certain 
it is that there is no. lay critic who today 
complains about mistakes of the past who would 
have dome as well, even, as the leaders who 
have been at. fault. 

There are reasons for our failures, however, 
-which are blamable upon all of us. There are 
factors in the fighting of the war which can 
be remedied. . 

We are losing the war, first of all, because 
the average citizen is not yet fully awake to 
the terrible urgency of the situation. Pearl 
Harbor woke us up, for a little while, but 
already too many of us are sinking back into 
apathy, into the attitude of “someone will see 
it done.” We've got to start doing things for 
ourselves. 

We -are losing 
people are trying to continue in their accus- 
tomed routine. These are the people who have 
not cut down on the use of automobiles, 
forgetting that every gallon of gasoline is 
needed to move the war machines we are 
building,.that every pound of rubber may mean 
the difference Retween victory and defeat. 

We are losing the war because too many 
businessmen are still thinking, first of profits 
and only secondly of working for victory.

We are losing the war because some organ- 
ized labor groups still use the strike as a weapon 
to gain for themselves special privilege. There 
were three strikes in war industries last week. 

We are losing the war because we still think 
in terms of “defense” instead of terms of 
victory—which can only be won by offense. 

We are losing the war because some of us 
allow ancient prejudices to prompt speech that 
tends to spread distrust and disunity. between 
us and our allies. Because we do not yet 
properly guard what we say and what we write. 
We never know when an enemy’s ear is near, 
to take advantage of what we so thoughtlessly 
say. 

We are losing the war because, even in the 
proper realm of defepse, we are submitting to 
a petticoat rule which fritters away our money 
on dancers and actors and other fol de rol. 


We are losing the war because we have a 
congress which votes to itself pensions for life 
and excuses that act by pleading its own predi- 
lections to dishonesty—by selling out to special 
privilege groups—unless it is allowed to dip into 
the Treasury. 3 

We are losing the war because of the con- 
fusion and tangle of red tape which is the 
dominant note in Washington. Because a sma]] 
industrialist anxious to use his capacity and 
ability to fight in the ranks of war industry, 
has to study a bulky book, contact a score of 
different Washington bureaus and spend dreary 
months being buck-passed from one to’another 
before the wheels of his plant may turn in the 
cause of victory. Whereas the men of Washing- 
ton should be out, scouring the country and 


work on the big job. 

We are losing the war because housewives 
selfishly attempt to hoard sugar and other 
commodities, instead of sharing alike with their 
fellow citizens. 

We are losing the war, in short, through a 
combination of indifference and selfishness. 

America must wake up. And it can only 
wake up when we, as individuals, arouse our- 
selves and become alert to danger, to duty and 
to sacrifice. 

The call to awake is not sounded in some 
mystical ear of an indefinite entity we call the 
nation. It is sounded in each individual ear, 
In yours and mine and our neighbors. America 
cannot awake until you and I, as individuals, 
wake ourselves.

So Goes the Normandie 

The 8. S. Normandie, with a capacity so 
vast it could transport 12,000 or more troops, is 
lying on the bottom of the Hudson river. The 
great ship, once pride of the French line fleet, 
was burned at her pier. No final report on the 
cause of the blaze has yet been made. Some 
officials say it was an accident, caused by a 
workman’s blow torch coming in contact with 
loose kapok, the stuff they put in life bouys. 

The general public, however, will probably 
believe it was an act of sabotage, by enemy 
agents. It is hard to conceive of a vessel so 
huge, with a couple of thousand workmen on 
board, becoming completely ablaze merely from 
a little local fire started by. a blow torch. 

Witnesses say the ship seemed to burst into 
flame all over the upper deck, almost at once. 
That would indicate a planned, pre-arranged 
fire. Unless proof really conclusive is produced 
to the contrary, the public acceptance of sabo- 
tage as the cause will probably be right. 

There are, we Know, active enemy agents in 
this country. The FBI has caught some and 
locked them up where they. will be harmless. 
But there are undoubtedly many others at 
large. We shall hear from them, by their acts, 
from time to time, 

There was a big warehouse fire in New York 
last week and another in Philadelphia. Destruc- 
tion of the Normandie was a Serious blow for 
us and a considerable triumph for our enemies, 
There will be more such blows. We might as 
well expect them. And remember, if air raiders 
come, especially in our present unprepared 
State, the damage they will cause will make 
the burning of the Normandie nothing at all, 
by comparison.

Future Parking Areas? 

The suggestion, in a report of the Central 
Atlanta Improvement Association, to construct 
air raid shelters in the downtown area which, 
after the war, may be converted into park- 
ing spaces advances an interesting and stimu- 
lating idea.

WASTE NOT—WANT NOT 
(From The Lanier County News) 

America has always been a wasteful country. 
Nature has been so lavish and mass production 
so prolific that we’ve had an abundance of 
everything from crude oil to hairpins. Adver- 
tising and attractive prices have encouraged our 
natural tendency to get something new rather 
than to patch up or get along with the old. 

Now things are different. Overnight, almost, 
there are shortages. We begin to see dimly for 
the first time what it would mean to have to make 
the old thing “do” much longer than we wish— 
what it would mean to get along with what we 
have. We begin to realize that discards tucked 
away in the attic, or piled up in a shed in the 
back yard, or even thrown on the village dump 
heap, have value. : 

Freedom to waste is among the luxuries we 
must sacrifice during the war. We’ve got to begin 
saving our resources, turning them to the best 
account for victory. Though we may have to pull 
in our belts now, in the long run the habit of 
saving will do us good. Perhaps after the war, 
when our factories begin turning out all kinds 
of: civilian goods again, We'll make careful use 
of our raw materials and have a greater appre- 
ciation of manufactured products than we've ever 
had before.

TOO MUCH COMPLACENCY WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.— 


Although the war is now 
more than two months old with us, there is still throughout the 
country too much of the complacency which guided our outlook 
before the events at Pearl Harbor. 

On the Atlantic and Pacific seaboards, where the danger of 
submarine attack and air raids is acute, the 
people are more alert to the gravity of the 
situation. At more distant points from the 
coast, the public is less concerned. 

Particularly is the latter due of the middle 
west, where there is a tendency to view the 
war too remotely. It has not been brought 
close enough home for all to realize what we 
are up against. Washington, which is a sort 
of clearing house for everything in wartime— 
including the public pulse—has been aware of 
the condition right along. It is one of the 
reasons for the President’s scheduled fireside 
address later in the month. 

In one of the rare public addresses he has 
made since becoming a member of the supreme 
court, Associate Justice Owen J. Roberts, who 
headed the Pear! Harbor investigating board, 
warned against this public complacency recent- 

ly at Philadelphia. He expressed an utter in- 
ability to understand the general attitude. 

“I cannot understand the smugness of the United States,” he said. 
“I cannot understand its complacency—about the blood-red danger 
that has been facing us these many years. 

“If we are to live as we have in the past,” he added, “what: we 
must have is greater sacrifice for democracy.” 

Justice Roberts went on to say that at the bottom of it all was 
“this sense of superiority and satisfaction—‘It can’t happen to us; 
we're too big; we’re too great; we’re building all those airplanes.’ ” 

If this same degree of complacency had been reflected in the 
government during the past two years it is terrifying to think what 
our position might have been today. - We are bad enough off as it 
is, but with less foresight in our foreign policy our preparations 
might have been far worse. 

Too little credit has been given the President and those of his 


advisers who were directing the policy. 
PLANNED FOR YEAR What the Japanese did at Pearl Har- 
‘ bor was the result of a year’s careful 


preparations. The evidence on the score is now conclusive. While 
congress was complacently withholding funds for the fortification of 
Guam, for fear of offending our little brown brothers, the Tokyo 
government was secretly building bases in the adjacent mandated 
islands for use as a stepping-off place in. the attack on Hawaii. 

During the same period they were making the most intensive 
sort of preparations for simultaneous attacks on Singapore and the 
Dutch East Indies. 

Hitler’s declaration of war against us immediately af ‘the 
Japs precipitated the surprise attack in the Pacific is evidence 
enough of Axis collusion in the scheme. 

Under the circumstances, we must assume that the only reason 
the Japs did not enter the war against us a year earlier was that 
they were unprepared. If they had been laying plans for the 
attack a year, they must have been willing to strike 12 months 
before the blow fell. They needéd the additional tim@to build up 
the full striking power of their forces, 


HITLER’S PART IN ATTACK At the time of the Axis con- 


spiracy to involve us in the 
Pacific, Hitler, our own officials reason, must have already settled 
his own plans for the invasion of Russia. His own calculations 
called for the subjugation of the Red army in a six to eight weeks’ 
campaign. Certainly he must have counted on winding it up and 
having Russia out of the way by the time the Japs were ready to 
strike in December. 

That would have given his forces freedom of action to join with 
the Japanese in the Far East, overrunning India and aiding in the 
assault on Singapore. Collateral moves must have called for a con- 
certed attempt to close the Mediterranean by attacks on the Suez 
Canal and Gibraltar—perhaps also the long-threatened invasion of 
England. 

The unexpected resistance of the Russians blocked all of this, 
our officials feel.

“A GREAT MISTAKE” Senator Richard B. Russell passed 

: ; through Atlanta late Monday and 
said, anent the pension grab by congress: 

“The passage at this time of the Civil Service Retirement Act 
as it affects the President and members of congress was a mistake 

which is not mitigated by the many untruths 
and misrepresentations concerning the measure 
appearing in some newspapers. I shall vote 
to repeal the law.” 

Now, what Senator Russell meant, of course, 
was that the newspapers had lied. I wonder! 

As a newspaperman working for.an honest 
newspaper, I never did like to take that sort of 
weasel excuse from anyone, even an old friend. 

I will match the integrity and character of 
the individual newspapers of the nation with 
the integrity and character of the individual 
members of congress without fear of the result. 

Anyhow, it rather seemed to me the senator 
didn’t weigh well his words. 

Passage of the bill was, he says, a mistake. 

Then why did he vote for it? 

If it is a mistake now it Was a mistake 
when he cast an “aye” ballot for a pension at 
a time when even the school kids were being 

asked to sacrifice. No newspaper voted for it. Or wrote it. Or 
introduced it. 

Let us suppose the newspapers have lied, which they have not. 
Let us assume they have made some errors in reporting, ‘which is 
possible. | 

That isn’t at all important. 

If the bill was a mistake, i¢ matters not what the newspapers have 
said. It was a mistake. 

If he now wishes to vote for its repeal, because it is a mistake, 
then the inevitable question is why he voted for it in the beginning? 

The newspapers didn’t cause him to vote for it. 


Any.untruths they might have uttered have not. at all affected 
the prinéiple of the case, 

If it is wrong now it was wrong when they voted for it. 

A gratuitous slap at the newspapers was simply gratuitous. And 


very needless, 

WHO MADE THE MISTAKE? As a matter of fact, the sen- 
ator and all the others who 

voted for this “mistake” know full well they never would have said 

a word about repealing it if the newspapers of the nation had not 

exposed this selfish act. 

If the newspapers had not reported the fight made on the bill in 
the senate, and the fact that in the house no roll call was held and 
no explanation made of the provisions of the bill, it would have gone 
right along. 

The gentlemen know full well that if the bill now is a mistake 
it was a mistake when they voted for it. 

Why then slap out at newspapers doing their duty, and calling 
attention to the mistake? 

This little scene provides a very splendid example of why dicta- 
tors make their first act the suppression of newspapers. 

Your American press has its faults, but it is the best one in the 
world and it is the most honest in the world. It is not perfect, 
and no one claims it is, but it représents the best guarantee of free- 
dom the people possess. When, 50 or 100 years from now, the 
history of this war is writtén, it will be found that the corrupt 
press of France, which was the most corrupt press in the world 
outside of Rumania, was most responsible for the dry rot which left 
that nation helpless before the sudden attrition of cold, hard facts. 

The cold, selfish politicians of France never had any newspapers 
to comment critically on their acts. They were able to vote as they 
pleased and corrupt as they pleased and no newspaper dealt in 
revelations. If so, I can imagine the French politicians denouncing 
the “lying newspapers.” It is a pity France never heard that charge. 

I rather imagine the senator didn’t mean it. Because if, as he 
says, the bill is a mistake— 

Then it atways has been a mistake, and’ no newspaper comment 
made it so. . , 

Of course it was a mistake. 

To make the patriotic gesture with one hand and to grab with 
the other, out of civil service funds accumulated for 20 years and 
out of the treasury of their country, always is a mistake. No news- 
paper makes it so. ¢ 

It just is. 

The Lord called attention to it several centuries ago before there 
were any newspapers. 


MR. TARVER SAYS sit is noticeable how all the gentlemen

The capital letters are my own for the purpose of calling atten- 
tion to how emphatic Congressman Tarver was. The gentlemen are 
victims of a vicious system which brings hundreds of billy to the 
house and many hours of committee work.

Their Contracts 
By ROBERT QUILLEN. 


This isn’t likely to do any good, for the great American order 
of easy marks, of which I am a charter member, never learns 
except by hard experience—and then usually forgets. But if it 
saves even a few victims, it will be worth the effort. 

One of the juiciest grafts in America is mail order insurance. 
It robs thousands in every state every year, and the law seems 
unable to do anything about it. 

People could save themselves by consulting their state insur- 
ance commissioner or Better Business Bureau or Chamber of 
Coramerce; but most of us are wishful thinkers, and when we see 
a “good thing,” we wish to believe it on the level and therefore 
assume that it is. We'd rather risk being gypped than risk dis- 
covering that Santa Claus is a fraud. 

So you believe some advertisement that promises much and in 
due time buy a policy. The impressive first page promises, in plain 
words, to pay $1,000—and you never read the rest of the policy. 
Nobody does. 

That’s one reason why the crooked companies aren’t shown up. 
The other_is that most of the insured live 20 or 30 years. They 
keep on paying year after year, and the fraud isn’t discovered 
until they die. 

But suppose you die in two years. Your widow sends in a 
claim, and then the company calls her attention to Clause No. 42, 
printed in very fine type, which says the policy will pay only $100 
instead of $1,000 if the insured dies within three years of any one 
of 40 listed diseases. Of course one of them got you. 

All crooked companies use some such method to keep from 
paying out money, The victims seldom do anything, for they are 
usually poor and afraid of lawyers. They tell their relatives and a 
few close friends; but this method of exposing the crooks is slow, 
and they can keep on operating in the same region for years. 

We Americans are the world’s greatest suckers, for we are not 
suspicious and take it for granted that everybody we deal with is 
on the level. We never look in the horse’s mouth. 

Ten to one you will find surprises in the life.and fire and 
automobile insurance policies issued by honest companies. They 
aren’t crooked, but neither do they promise all that you expect. 
Even the honest companies take care of themselves—which is more 
than the rest of us do.

Regrettable, indeed, is the fact that other golfing 
leaders did not possess the foresight of the executives 
of Mr. Bob Jones’ masterpiece at Augusta, Ga. By 
maintaining the annual tournament, they are going 
to provide golf funds to help soldiers play. 

There was an announcement last Sunday that the 
Masters would be held as usual, but it failed to note that 
“with receipts from the tournament this year, the Augusta 
National will build an interesting type of driving range 
with target greens. These, in fact, are being constructed 
and will be ready for use by early spring. A mammoth 
putting green is to be included—an enlarged replica of the 
one now in use at the Augusta National. The club’s gift 
is to include maintenance equipment as well as operating 
equipment such as floodlights, golf clubs and 1,000 golf 
balls as a starter.” 

Clifford Roberts, general chairman of the Mas- 
ters tournament committee, says, “It is our idea that 
soldiers cannot very often go to a golf course but 
golf can come to them. The lack of time and trans- 
portation facilities preclude many trips to club 
courses and we believe men in training can fre- 
quently pass an hour in the use of attractive golfing 
facilities located within or adjacent to the camps.
